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MORE  ABOUT  GOLD

Of  all  the  world’s  peoples  Americans  today  are  probably  the  least  touched  by  the 
magic  charm  gold  has  always  exerted  over  most  of  mankind.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  this 
lack  of  interest  in  the  yellow  metal  is  even  shown  by  a large  majority  of  coin  collectors. 
We  can  remember  back  many  years  ago  when  one  of  our  boyhood  companions,  whose 
name  is  now  widely  known  and  respected  in  numismatic  circles,  distained  gold  coins  and 
gave  his  affections  first  to  the  magnificent  large  Russian  coppers  of  Catherine  II  then 
to  the  silver  dollars  of  Latin  America.  Our  native  insensitivity  has,  been  subjected  to 
some  modification  during  the  last  few  months  as  the  international  economic  situation 
has  suddenly  forced  gold  on  the  average  newspaper  reader’s  attention  whether  he  be  a 
collector  or  not.  It  now  seems  to  us  that  the  time  has,  come  for  every  American  citizen 
to  at  least  make  an  attempt  to  understand  something  about  gold  and  some  of  the 
problems  associated  with  it. 

We  realize,  of  course,  that  many  of  our  readers  while  agreeing  with  this  advice  will 
regard  following  it  as  likely  to  be  a thoroughly  boring  piece  of  work.  Fortunately  the 
subject  is  best  approached  from  its  most  interesting  facet  - that  of  human  nature.  The 
tremendous,  interest  in  the  recent  recovery  of  sunken  treasure  in  the  West  Indies  and 
off  the  coast  of  Florida  shows  that  20th  Century  Americans  are  not  entirely  immune  to 
the  lure  of  gold  in  spite  of  our  traditions  to  the  contrary. 

Although  we  have  raised  the  practice  of  “Public  Relations”  to  a fine  art  our  relations 
with  foreigners  have  not  always  been  happy  for  a variety  of  reasons,.  Certainly  one  of  the 
most  important  of  these  is  an  inability,  or  an  unwillingness,  to  understand  foreign  points 
of  view.  The  present  gold  situation  provides  an  excellent  case  in  point.  A great  deal  of 
publicity  has  been  given  to  France’s  withdrawals  of  gold  in  exchange  for  dollars.  Some- 
how the  French  are  frequently  presented  in  the  press  as  taking  our  gold  because  they  are 
unfriendly.  Disregarding  the  pros  and  cons  of  high  economic  policy  about  which  few  of 
us  are  qualified  to  speak  anyway,  the  French  interest  in  gold  is  very  specially  French. 
In  other  words,  part  of  the  French  Government’s  gold  policy  reflects  very  deeply  seated 
national  attitudes  rather  than  just  original  sin.  It  is  important  for  us  as  Americans,  and 
interesting  as  collectors,  to  make  an  attempt  to  understand  French  motivations. 

As  a contribution  to  this  understanding  we  are  printing  a translation  of  a short  article 
by  Frangois  Legueu  which  appeared  fifteen  years  ago  in  Plaisir  de  France,  one  of  the 
most  distinguished  magazines  devoted  to  the  art  and  culture  of  France.  Some  of  the 
author’s  economic  views  may  be  in  the  process  of  being  outdated.  His  figures,  expressed 
in  metric  tons  and  old  francs,  refer  strictly  to  conditions  as  they  were  in  1953  and  before. 
Nevertheless  M.  Legueu  manages  to  convey  the  special  importance  gold  has  for  every 
Frenchman  very  accurately  indeed.  The  article  presents  a point  of  view  that  will  be  new 
to  many  of  our  readers.  To  this  extent  it  makes  a contribution  to  Franco-American  un- 
derstanding in  an  area  and  at  a time  when  more  light  and  less  heat  is  to  everyone’s 
advantage. 
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A FRENCHMAN’S  GOLD

At  the  edges  of  immense  forests,  on  the  banks  of  untamed  rivers,  or  where  barely 
visible  trails  crossed,  almost  from  the  beginnings  of  human  society  tribes  gathered  to- 
gether for  palavers,  the  exchange  of  products  and  for  festivals.  Trading,  of  course,  was 
only  carried  out  by  means  of  barter.  Money,  first  of  iron  and  then  of  bronze,  didn’t  appear 
until  much  later.  But  there  was  one  form  of  wealth  that,  even  in  those  primitive  times, 
was  recognized  as  superior  to  all  others1.  It  was  a metal  that  gleamed  with  an  unequalled 
yellow  brilliance.  It  was  gold. 

Centuries  were  followed  by  milenia  but  the  conditions  of  human  life  apparently 
changed  only  slightly.  A great  quantity  and  variety  of  new  things  were  made  available  to 
man  for  his  pleasure,  adornment  or  security.  Frenchmen  in  their  20th  Century  environ- 
ment were  polled  to  find  out  what  they  most  wanted,  or  what  they  most  desired  to 
possess.  At  least  a fifth  of  those  interrogated  replied  that  they  wanted  gold.  The  yellow 
metal  represents  for  them  the  most  convenient  investment,  the  safest  nest  egg,  the  em- 
bodiment of  wealth  in  itself,  the  key,  so  to  speak,  to  other  riches.  Thus  gold  has  con- 
tinued to  reign  throughout  the  ages.  Why?  How? 

The  first  explanation  for  the  prolonged  domination  of  gold  lies  in  the  very  nature 
of  the  metal.  Buffon  said,  “Of  all  the  elements  in  the  world  it  is  the  most  stable,  the 
toughest  and  the  most  expandable”.  Modern  scholars  may  not  accept  this  description 
without  reservations.  Let  us  turn,  then,  to  a philosopher,  Diderot : “Gold  is  the  first  and 
most  precious  of  the  metals  because  it  is  also  the  most  ductile,  the  brightest  and  the 
purest”.  To  conclude  with  the  definition  of  the  French  Academy  itself : “the  most  perfect 
of  the  metals1”. 

If  gold  was  less  rare  it  would  have  many  more  industrial  uses.  It  has,  however,  a 
considerable  value  both  abstract  and  real.  But  the  principal  role  it  fulfills  is  largely 
subjective.  In  the  mind  of  many  it  still  provides  the  irreplaceable  foundation  for  currency 
of  great  reliability.  Buffon  very  neatly  put  an  end  to  the  discussion  when  he  wrote,  “the 
(supreme)  status  (of  gold)  is  supported  by  the  tacitly  unanimous  opinion  of  all  civilized 
peoples”. 

Nevertheless,  enslavement  to  gold,  the  monetary  king,  was  not  accepted  without 
protest.  There  were  those  who  claimed  more  than  once  that  it  was  entirely  too  scarce  and 
so  impeded  economic  expansion.  On  each  such  occasion,  almost  by  chance,  new  mines 
have  been  discovered  or  new  technical  processes  of  extraction  developed  which  permitted 
an  increase  in  the  available  stocks  of  monetary  gold.  The  exhaustion  of  the  small  mines 
of  the  Ancient  World  was  followed  by  the  looting  of  the  Byzantine  Empire.  Then  came 
the  discovery  of  America  with  the  gold  of  the  Incas,  and  eventually  the  gold  fields  of 
California,  Oural,  Australia  and  South  Africa.  So  the  production  of  gold  followed  an 
ascending  curve,  although  not  without  some  ups  and  downs.  From  a few  hundred  kilos 
a year  at  the  beginning  of  the  Christian  era,  the  total  amounted  to  about  7 tons  in  the 
16th  Century,  then  to  19  tons  in  the  18th  Century,  to  more  than  100  tons  during  the  19th 
Century,  and  after  1900  to  about  720  tons  a year. 

When  we  think  about  it  this  evolution  is  only  part  of  an  overall  general  improvement 
in  world  conditions.  Be  that  as  it  may,  gold,  without  ceasing  to  be  scarce  and  expensive 
was  in  ample  supply  to  sustain  international  requirements.  This  truth,  recognized  by  all 
monetary  authorities,  is  one  of  the  only  points  on  which  the  United  States  and  the  Soviet 
Union  have  found  themselves  in  complete  agreement.  Throughout  the  entire  world  there 
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isn’t  a single  nation  able  to  visualize  a currency  not  firmly  based  on  a foundation  of  gold. 

This  immemorial  belief  has  been  strengthened  by  different  yet  universal  experiences 
none  of  which  have  operated  more  powerfully  than  in  France  itself.  This  explains  the 
attraction  to  gold  felt  by  the  French.  They  have  established  gold  reserves,  each  in  his 
own  home,  which  are,  in  a word,  those  of  France.  Yesterday  these  reserves  were  in  the 
vaults  of  the  Bank  of  France.  Today  they  remain  the  same,  although  slightly  increased,  in 
the  hands  of  every  Frenchman. 

The  history  behind  this  attitude  is  curious,  informative  and  basically  encouraging  for 
the  future.  Frugality  is  one  of  the  strengths  of  Frenchmen.  In  this  way  they  demonstrate 
one  of  their  most  deep  seated  emotions  : love  of  family.  Unfortunately  all  forms  of  thrift, 
except  one,  were  systimatically  destroyed  by  the  errors  and  incompetence  of  the  State. 
After  35  years  when  the  franc  was  not  linked  to  gold  it  became  almost  worthless.  The 
statement  is  not  metaphorical.  It  can  be  proved  by  remorseless  figures.  The  franc  fell  to 
1/200  of  its  old  value.  To  put  it  another  way,  200,000  francs  today  are  required  to  equal 
1000  francs  in  1914.  With  one  blow  all  debts  expressed  in  francs  went  up  in  smoke.  In  the 
long  run  investors  ended  by  seeing  the  light.  This  was  particularly  true  when  one  con- 
siders that  if  any  assets  survived  the  general  shipwreck  they  were  not  overlooked  by  the 
tax  collector.  The  investor  took  a beating  with  no  chance  of  compensation  for  his  losses. 
Here,  than,  is  why  the  French,  better  financiers  than  is  often  believed,  at  least  when  their 
personal  affairs  are  concerned,  have  bought  back  the  gold  lost  by  the  State  - and  even 
a little  more. 

In  1914  there  were  1,200  tons  of  gold  in  the  vaults  of  the  Bank  and  1,000  tons  circulating 
in  the  form  of  gold  pieces.  The  country  was  in  danger.  Frenchmen  surrendered  their  gold 
at  par.  When  the  horizon  darkened  very  quickly  after  the  peace  they  rebuilt  their  private 
reserves.  The  amount  is  difficult  to  calculate  exactly  because  these  reserves  were  cun- 
ningly hidden.  In  1939  the  total  unquestionably  was  close  to  1,700  tons.  At  the  same  time 
the  Bank  had  2,400  tons.  After  the  Liberation  about  1,600  tons  remained  in  the  Bank. 
Then  disaster  overtook  its  stock  of  bullion.  At  the  present  time  it  is  reduced  to  500  tons, 
say  about  250  milliards  of  francs,  a calamity  for  a country  like  ours.  By  way  of  revenge, 
gold  in  the  hands  of  the  French  people  has  greatly  increased. 

What  is  the  extent  of  the  private  French  gold  supply?  The  secret  cannot  be  dis- 
covered. It  is  only  possible  to  define  the  limits.  The  smallest  amount  admitted  is  between 
2,500  and  3,000  tons.  The  maximum  rises  as  high  as  6,000'  tons.  For  various  reasons  too 
,long  to  explain  here  - and  too  delicate  - I am  inclined  to  believe  that  a sound  estimate 
is  3,000  tons,  currently  valued  at  about  1,500  milliards  of  francs.  The  French  people  are 
at  least  six  times  richer  in  gold  than  France.  As  far  as  this  is  concerned  they  don’t 
consider  themselves  at  fault.  By  definition,  they  identify  themselves  with  their  country 
so  the  international  position  is  not  so  unfavorable. 

If  the  1,500  milliards  of  francs  in  bars  and  gold  pieces  held  by  French  citizens  are 
added  to  the  250  milliards  in  the  possession  of  the  Bank  of  France  the  total  amounts  to 
1,750  milliards  of  gold.  When  it  is  considered  that  the  reserve  - or  the  ratio,  to  use  the 
technical  term  - is  33%  for  banks  of  issue  this  is  another  way  of  saying  that  100  milliards 
of  banknotes  can  be  issued  if  33  milliards  in  gold  back  the  paper  money.  The  volume  of 
credit  - the  total  monetary  circulation  in  France  - can  be  estimated  at  nearly  three  times 
the  1,750,  or  in  the  vicinity  of  5,250  milliards,  while  the  total  of  notes  in  circulation  is 
less  than  2,200  milliards.  In  other  words,  the  largest  possible  increase  in  note  circulation 
will  take  care  of  itself  even  according  to  the  strictest  interpretation  of  the  regulations 
controlling  the  quantity  of  gold  behind  the  paper  currency. 
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Are  the  French  who  buy  gold  really  supporting  their  economy?  There  are  more 
nuances  to  the  answer  than  most  of  them  will  realize.  It  is  linked  to  the  date  of  purchase 
on  one  hand,  and  on  the  other,  whether  it  is  bought  as  coins  or  bars.  In  the  case  of  gold 
the  smaller  quantity  is  more  expensive  than  the  larger.  The  variation  is  enormous  - about 
30%.  Taking  the  historical  chronology  into  consideration,  this  disparity  can  be  explained 
as  follows: 

Compared  to  1914,  the  index  of  today’s  purchasing  power  of  the  gold  piece  is  124.1. 
The  holder  has  successfully  achieved  an  impossible  feat.  He  not  only  preserved  but  in- 
creased his  capital.  If  he  had  the  idea,  not  usual  at  that  time,  of  buying  a gold  bar  his 
position  would  be  only  a little  less  favorable.  The  purchasing  power  index  stands  at  95.3. 

Compared  to  1938,  differences  are  more  noticeable.  The  index  of  the  coin  is  77.7. 
Relatively  this  is  not  too  bad.  But  the  index  of  the  bar  is  59.1,  which  is  very  instructive 
regarding  a certain  loss  in  the  purchasing  power  of  gold.  The  professionals,  among  whom 
I am  obliged  to  count  myself,  explain  and  prove  that  it  is,  therefore,  now  more  advan- 
tageous to  buy  a bar  than  the  more  expensive  coin.  But  the  gold  buyer  has  the  right  to 
reply  that  he  can’t  afford  the  bar  priced  at  a little  under  500.000  francs. 

Gold  is  effected  by  human  psychology.  Mohammedans  don’t  like  to  see  a woman’s 
face,  immodest  in  their  eyes,  even  though  it  is  Queen  Victoria’s  on  a coin.  The  French 
prefer  the  coins  of  their  own  country  or  at  best,  those  of  a friendly  power.  They  like  those 
of  Napoleon  III,  the  Roosters  of  the  3rd  Republic,  or  the  Swiss  crosses  if  absolutely 
necessary  - never  German  marks. 

But  more  important  than  these  individual  preferences,  gold  continues  to  function  as 
a private  safeguard  and  the  reserve  of  Governments.  Before  long,  because  of  the  im- 
possibility of  otherwise  emerging  from  the  chaos  embarrassing  the  world,  a currency 
based  on  gold  will  have  to  be  restored.  In  spite  of  appearances  France  is  not  too  badly 
situated  today.  Without  haste,  in  order  not  to  encourage  new  absurdities,  the  French 
will  return  their  gold  to  the  State  - at  a good  price.  In  short,  for  Governments  as  for 
the  man  in  the  street,  the  reply  to  the  eternal  question,  “What  is  necessary  for  happiness” 
will  be,  “A  little  gold”.

GOLD  COINS  AND  THE  WALL  STREET  JOURNAL

Late  last  year  one  of  our  readers  in  Austin,  Texas  sent  us  a clipping  from  “The  Wall 
Street  Journal”,  the  most  respected  newspaper  devoting  its  attention  to  money  and 
finance.  Under  a London  date  of  November  22,  1967,  the  headline  read,  “GOLD  HOARD- 
ING IS  STEPPED  UP  BY  SPECULATORS  HEDGING  AGAINST  FURTHER  FINAN- 
CIAL CRISES”.  The  author  was  simply  identified  as  “Staff  Reporter”.  Catching  every- 
body’s interest  by  beginning  with  a story  of  a “dark  eyed,  pert  British  actress”  whose 
“unnatural  gait”  caused  by  54  pounds  of  gold  in  a “specially  contrived  corset”  resulted 
in  her  arrest  at  Tokyo  International  Airport,  he  went  on  to  give  the  latest  news  of 
“Yellow  Metal  Fever”  in  the  London  market.  Although  momentarily  distracted  by  the 
pert  dark  eyed  actress  the  reasons  for,  and  mechanics  involved  in  her  plight,  we  continued 
to  read  and  were  well  rewarded  for  the  effort. 
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Staff  Reporter  dealt  very  capably  with  gold  smugglers,  speculators,  hedgers,  gold 
mining,  industrial  demand  and  the  unique  properties  of  the  metal.  When  he  observed 
that  in  Paris,  “such  exotic  coins  as  Napoleon  20-franc  gold  pieces  jumped  to  their  highest 
price  levels  in  six  months”  we  figured  there  was  likely  to  be  more  fun  in  store,  and  were 
not  disapointed.  Plainly  Staff  Reporter  was  a howling  novice  when  it  came  to  numis- 
matics. His  quick  research  hadn’t  disclosed  anything  about  the  customary  ways  of  re- 
ferring to  the  common,  or  garden  variety  of  20  franc  pieces.  The  word  “Napoleon”  to 
him  probably  was  more  closely  connected  with  the  label  on  a cognac  bottle  than  anything 
else.  Equating  Napoleon  coins  and  Napoleon  Brandy  to  reach  the  conclusion  there  was 
something  terribly  exotic  involved,  like  the  pert  actress  but  in  a slightly  different  con- 
text. The  rather  every  day  facts  of  the  case  are  that  20  franc  pieces  are  loosely  referred 
to  either  as  Napoleons  or  Louis  regardless  of  the  regime  under  which  they  were  struck. 
In  addition  to  not  being  aware  that  the  name  Napoleon  comes  with  the  numbers  I,  II 
and  III,  Staff  Reporter  would  probably  be  astonished  to  see  the  Roosters  of  the  Third 
Republic  also  called  Napoleons. 

But  there  was  more  and  better  to  come.  Staff  Reporter’s  summation  of  several  cen- 
turies of  the  economic,  numismatic  and  artistic  history  of  gold  coins  deserves  the  very 
highest  marks  for  originality  although  calculated  to  make  his  former  college  professors 
weep  with  vexation.  Very  brightly  he  wrote,  “Greek  merchants  of  ancient  Ephesus  in- 
troduced gold  coins  about  80  B.C.,  and  Romans  used  gold  coins  throughout  their  centuries 
of  imperial  rule.  Venetians  minted  ducats  to  underwrite  their  galley  trade,  Florence 
minted  the  florin  to  finance  artistic  achievement  and  Spanish  doubloons  paid  for  ex- 
ploration in  the  New  World  - looking  for  new  sources  of  gold  naturally”.  In  this  splendid 
piece  of  American  journalese  he  shows  a marked  talent  for  putting  carts,  before  horses. 

With  all  due  respects  to  the  merchants  of  Ancient  Ephesus,  Croesus,  King  of  Lydia 
in  the  Sixth  Century  B.C.  generally  gets  the  credit  for  “introducing”  gold  coins.  The 
galley  trade  provided  the  economic  sinews  permitting  the  Venetians  to  establish  their 
fine  gold  currency.  The  Florentines  only  financed  “artistic  achievement”  with  gold 
florins,  after  the  profits  from  their  cloth  manufacturing  and  merchant  banking  en- 
abled them  to  afford  the  luxury  of  art  and  the  luxury  of  an  expensive  gold  coinage. 
But  the  mark  of  the  grossly  amateur  scholar  and  economist  is  branded  indelibly  on  Staff 
Reporter  by  the  references  to  “Spanish  Doubloons”.  Far  from  paying  for  the  exploration 
of  the  New  World,  these  coins  (more  Spanish  American  than  Spanish  in  any  case)  were 
the  result  of  that  exploration.  Without  the  success  of  the  Spanish  search  for  new  sources 
of  the  yellow  metal  the  quantity  of  gold  available  for  coinage  in  15th  and  16th  Century 
Europe  would  not  have  justified  the  issue  of  large  8 Escudo  pieces,  later  to  be  christened 
“Doubloons”  in  the  18th  Century  British  North  American  Colonies. 

Inadvertently  though,  our  novice  numismatic  expert  blundered  into  a little  relevant 
accuracy.  Whether  he  really  expected  to  impress  the  readers,  of  “The  Wall  Street  Journal” 
by  breathlessly  disclosing  the  astonishing  information  that,  “Romans  used  gold  coins 
throughout  their  centuries  of  imperial  rule,”  is  a good  question.  Judging  by  the  way  he 
delivered  the  line  it  was  all  news  to  him.  Nevertheless,  by  coupling  the  Roman  use  of 
gold  coin  with  the  fact  (noted  earlier  in  his  article)  that  none  of  the  output  of  the  yellow 
metal  during  1967  will  enter  world  montetary  reserves,  Staff  Reporter  does  manage  to 
emphasize  the  age  old  and  continuing  importance  of  gold  in  the  affairs  of  mankind.  And 
when  we  consider  how  the  author  managed  to  link  together  two  forces  of  almost  equal 
significance  in  those  affairs  - gold  and  dark  eyed  girls  - perhaps  he  didn’t  do  so  badly 
in  his  own  way.

In  Appreciation:  Dr.  Kraay’s  GREEK  COINS

One  of  the  most  beautiful  books  on  numismatics  ever  published  is  Dr.  Colin  M. 
Kraay’s,  Greek  Coins.  Released  in  England  in  1966,  it  is  lavishly  illustrated  with  1,329 
black  and  white  photographs  and  twenty  color  plates  by  Professor  Max  Hirmer.  The 
large  9"  x 12"  volume  can  be  ordered  from  Coin  Galleries  at  $25.00  postpaid  or  from  your 
local  book  store. 

Never  before  have  the  outstanding  specimens  of  Greek  coinage  in  European  museums 
and  private  collections  been  brought  together  in  such  an  impressive  work.  The  coins  are 
enlarged  two  to  five  times  actual  size  so  that  the  artistic  excellence  of  Greek  coinage 
may  be  fully  appreciated.  All  of  the  great  rarities  and  important  historical  pieces  are 
present : the  tetradrachm  of  Catana  with  the  Apollo  head  by  Heracleidas1,  the  Syracusan 
decadrachms,  the  decadrachm  of  Acragas,  the  Athenian  decadrachm  of  C.479B.C.,  and 
the  beautiful  Sicilian  masterpiece  the  “Demareteion”  decadrachm.  Superb  examples  of 
the  more  common  Greek  coins  are  also  well  represented.  All  are  perfectly  high-lighted 
in  Professor  Hirmer’s  photographs  which  show  real  coins  — not  “dead  ’ plaster  casts  - 
alive  with  the  beauty  of  aged  metals. 

Dr.  Kraay’s  text  is  the  most  concise  and  complete  short  study  of  the  whole  of  Greek 
silver  and  gold  coinage  that  could  be  hoped  for.  The  text  is*  especially  important  because 
Dr.  Kraay,  Assistant  Keeper  of  the  Heberden  Coin  Room  of  the  Ashmolean  Museum, 
University  of  Oxford,  is  one  of  the  leading  authorities  on  ancient  coinages  and  has  for 
the  last  several  years  turned  his  attention  to  a rethinking  of  many  of  the  older  theories 
concerning  Greek  coinage.  In  his  monographic  work  he  has  modified  some  of  these 
and  clarified  others.  His  text  for  Greek  Coins  reflects  his  profound  scholarship.  Many 
familiar  coins  have  been  carefully  re-dated  or  their  types  re,-interpreted. 

The  book  opens,  with  a chapter  devoted  to  a concise  survey  of  Ancient  Greek 
numismatics.  Dealing  first  with  the  scope  and  origin  of  the  Greek  coinage,  coin  types, 
symbols,  flans  and  chronology  are.  discussed.  After  mentioning  the  occasions  of  issue, 
hoards  and  factors  affecting  the  survival  of  the  coins,  Dr.  Kraay  concludes  with  a com- 
mentary on  problems  associated  with  the  study  of  Greek  coins.  Each  sub-heading  aptly 
summarizes  the  particular  phase  of  Greek  coinage  in  light  of  modern  research. 

The  arrangement  of  the  book  follows  a geographical  rather  than  historical  sequence. 
The  development  of  coins  of  different  mints  is  followed  against  the  historical  background 
of  the  particular  city-state.  The  plates  are  arranged  in  eight  geographical  headings  starting 
with  Sicily,  then  continuing  into  South  Italy,  Gaul,  Hispania,  Greece,  the  Aegean  Islands 
and  Crete,  Asia,  and,  finally,  North  Africa.  The  notes  following  the  plates  are  organized 
in  the  same  way.  Each  area  is  introduced  by  a prefatory  note  on  its  historical  and 
numismatic  background,  and  a bibliography  of  the  relevant  numismatic  works.  This 
format  is  also  followed  for  each  issuing  city-state  in  a particular  geographical  division. 
The  descriptions  of  the  coins  of  a mint  are  very  full  and  include  dates,  denominations, 
weights  in  grams,  types,  provenance  of  the  illustrated  coins  and  other  necessary  infor- 
mation. Four  maps  show  the  sites  of  all  the  known  Greek  mints,  represented  by  coins 
illustrated  in  the  book  : The  Greek  world  as  a whole,  Sicily  and  South  Italy,  Mainland 
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Greece  and  Asia  Minor,  and  the  Eastern  Mediterranean.  The  indices  are  arranged  under 
the  following  headings : geographical,  personal  names,  types,  and  general. 

This  fine  book  is  required  reading  for  any  true  numismatist.  Coin  clubs,  schools  and 
libraries  should  make  it  a must  for  acquisition.  It  is  the  best  single  reference  work 
for  use  in  teaching  Greek  coinage  without  benefit  of  a first-class  study  collection. 

The  attraction  Greek  coins  have  exerted  over  art  lovers  and  collectors  for  centuries 
is  not  difficult  to  understand.  As  Dr.  Kraay  says  : 

“Nearly  all  Greek  coins  are  works  of  great  beauty  and  consummate  skill,  as  the 
plates  of  this  volume  amply  testify;  but  they  were  also  objects  officially  produced 
and  intended  for  the  precise  measurement  of  wealth.  It  is  perhaps  in  this  combination 
of  the  supremely  artistic  and  the  strictly  utilitarian  that  lies  their  peculiar  fascination.”

The  medal  hasn’t  been  appreciated  properly  in  recent  years  by  either  collectors  or 
artists.  Auction  prices  of  important  medals  have  been  modest  in  contrast  to  the  heady 
sums  bid  by  the  many  collectors  during  the  late  19th  and  early  20th  Century. 

Lately  there  has  been  an  increasing  interest  in  both  older  and  modern  medals  among 
numismatists  sparked  by  curators  such  as  the  late  Dr.  Carsten  Svarstad  of  Oslo,  Dr. 
C.  H.  V.  Sutherland  of  Oxford,  and  the  Clain-Stefanelli’s  of  the  Smithsonian.  Organiza- 
tions and  societies  like  the  French  Mint’s  “Le  Club  Frangais,  de  la  Medaille”,  the  Society 
of  Medalists  and  the  Token  and  Medal  Society  in  this  country,  have  played  an  important 
role  in  reviving  interest  in  the  art  of  the  medal. 

Recently  a number  of  excellent  publications  have  appeared  which  offer  aid  and  en- 
couragement to  the  beginning  medal  collector  who  wishes  to  understand  medallic  art, 
especially  portraiture,  one  of  its  most  important  facets.  Three  of  these  by  Spicer-Simson, 
the  Saltons,  Hill  and  Pollard  are  discussed  below. 

Theodore  Spicer-Simson,  an  American  citizen  of  English  parents,  was  born  at  Le 
Havre  in  1871.  After  spending  part  of  his  childhood  in  Tasmania,  he  was  educated  in 
England  and  France.  By  all  accounts,  and  in  the  opinions  of  most  critics,  he  was  one  of 
the  greatest  of  modern  medalists.  His  works,  which  number  some  three  hundred  stretch 
from  the  1890’s  to  his  last  masterful  portrait  of  poet  Robert  Frost  modelled  in  Florida 
in  1950.  Over  one  hundred  of  the  medals  are  illustrated  in  Spicer-Simson’s  beautifully 
produced  autobiography,  which  has  a foreword  by  Irish  poet  Padraic  Column.  The  artist 
writes  an  arresting  book  about  the  many  personalities  with  whom  he  became  acquainted 
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during  sixty  years.  As  Spicer-Simson  worked  almost  exclusively  from  live  sittings  his 
book  is  filled  with  witty  vignettes  of  the  great  and  near  great  in  modern  literature : 
H.  L.  Mencken,  Joseph  Conrod.  W.  B.  Yeats,  H.  G.  Wells,  G.  B.  Shaw,  and  James  Joyce 
and  many  others. 

He  also  did  portrait  medals  of  such  leaders  as  Henry  Ford,  Alexander  Graham  Bell, 
Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  and  Winston  Churchill.  His  work  was  fine  and  strong,  but  not 
in  extremely  high  relief.  Rather  with  his  unique  style,  he  was  able  to  achieve  sug- 
gestions of  individual  personalities  through  just  a slight  deft  change  in  texture  or  relief. 
His  positioning  of  busts  on  the  medals,  and  his  use  of  lettering  closely  tied  with  the 
portrait  technique  to  aid  in  evoking  a feeling  for  a particular  personality  was  brilliant. 
The  last  chapters  of  the  book  giving  the  writer’s  theories  on  the  medal  as  art  form 
reflect  his  many  years  of  experience.  Aside  from  his  medals  Spicer-Simson  was  obviously 
a very  keen  observer  of  life  - as  artists  who  are  great  must  be.  His  descriptions  of  his 
contemporaries:,  his  internment  for  a short  time  in  a German  prison  camp  in  occupied 
France,  and  his  travels  are  particularly  interesting. 

Spicer-Simson,  like  most  medallists,  drew  his  inspiration  from  the  great  orginators 
of  this  artistic  form,  the  Renaissance  masters..  Two  books  on  Renaissance  medals  - or 
rather  on  collections  of  these  medals  - have  appeared.  The  first  catalogues  the  collection 
of  Renaissance  medals  and  plaques  formed  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Mark  Salton  now  on  loan 
to  the  Bowdoin  College  Museum  of  Art.  The  book  was  designed  by  Leonard  Baskin,  and 
is  a high  quality  work  which  does  justice  to  the  subject  matter.  The  illustrations  are  good 
and  they  picture  many  of  the  more  interesting  pieces  as  well  as  a few  apparently  unique 
works.  The  collection  consists  of  one  hundred  eighty  seven  medals  including  many  by 
Pisanello,  his  fellow  Italian  contemporaries,  and  medallists  from  other  parts  of  Europe. 
A number  of  Post-Renaissance  pieces  are  included  to  show  the  gradual  changes  in  the 
art.  Each  medal  is  provided  with  a provenance  - a detail  of  extreme  importance  in  this 
field.  A compact,  informative  introduction  gives  an  overall  view  of  the  subject,  along 
with  a description  of  renaissance  casting  techniques. 

Of  great  significance  for  the  medal  collector  is  a new  edition  of  Sir  George  Hill’s 
catalogue  of  the  enormous  collection  of  Renaissance  medals  formed  by  the  Frenchman 
Gustave  Dreyfus.  Since  1957  it  has  been  part  of  the  Kress  Collection  in  the  National 
Gallery  of  Art,  Washington,  D.  C.  The  original  work,  consisting  of  three  massive  volumes, 
was  sponsored  by  the  famous  art  dealer  and  patron,  Lord  Duveen.  It  was  never  sold  com- 
mercially but  presented  by  Duveen  to  world  museums,  libraries  and  universities.. 

Originally  published  in  1931  by  the  Oxford  University  Press,  it  was  prepared  by  Hill 
of  the  British  Museum  with  such  authoritiveness  that  the  new  edition  contains  few  cor- 
rections but  rather  adds  more  recent  information  from  the  works  of  scholars  in  the  last 
thirty  years.  Graham  Pollard,  Keeper  of  Coins  and  Medals  at  the  Fitzwilliam  Museum, 
Cambridge  has  produced  a revision  which  ranks  high  in  the  list  of  important  numismatic 
books  of  recent  years.  The  use  of  different  paper  and  non-collotype  plates  has  reduced 
the  work  to  a manageable  size  and  weight,  but  as  in  the  original,  all  six  hundred  fifty 
medals  and  twenty  seven  coins  are  fully  reproduced  full  size,  obverse  and  reverse.  The 
indexes  are  very  good,  as  is  the  comprehensive  bibliography. 

The  Dreyfus  collection  was  of  such  an  immense  scope  that  it  would  be  impossible 
ever  again  to  equal  it,  and  it  was  a very  important  art  acquisition  for  the  United  States. 
Most  of  the  collection  consists  of  Italian  medals  of  the  14th  to  16th  centuries,  but  also 
includes  a great  many  pieces  from  France,  Germany,  and  the  Low  Countries,  thus  offering 
a comprehensive  guide  to  the  developments  of  the  medal  in  Europe  for  some  three  cen- 
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turies.  The  portraits  are  fascinating  - Medici  princes,  Fugger  bankers,  German  burgo- 
masters, French  Kings,  Spanish  dons.  The  variety  of  styles,  the  subtlety  of  expression 
and  the  fierce  individuality  of  each  portrait  and  its  artist  make  the  viewer  of  these  medals 
ready  to  agree  with  the  German  critic  who  said  that  the  medallic  art  was  par  excellence 
the  art  of  the  Renaissance,  the  expression  of  the  quintessance  of  the  spirit  of  that  age. 
Collectors  looking  for  a new  field  should  give  serious  consideration  to  the  medal. 

I hese  three  books  provide  an  excellent  introduction  to  a subject  of  great  interest.  To 
quote  Goethe : 

“A  daily  habitude  worthy  of  man’s  adoption  would  be  some  readings  from  the 
Scriptures  or  Homer,  the  hearing  of  a little  good  music  and  the  contemplation  of  a 
few  medals.” 

THE  ALLURE  OF  GOLD 

Men’s  hunger  for  gold  has  never  ceased : in  search  of  it,  as  the  Elder  Pliny  wrote 
with  all  the  sententiousness  at  his  command,  they  explore  every  vein  in  the  earth,  and 
dwell  upon  her  hollowed  frame ; and  from  the  earliest  times  it  has  achieved  a place  in 
their  economic  history  which  (as  has  been  well  said)  is  out  of  all  proportion  to  the 
assistance  it  has  given  in  their  struggle  against  Nature. 

What,  then,  is  the  force  of  its  appeal?  It  is  possible  to  list  some  150  substances 
which  at  various  times  and  in  various  parts  of  the  world  have  been  invested  with  some 
universality  of  value,  almost  equally  divided  between  the  animal,  the  vegetable  and  the 
mineral.  Of  the  minerals,  some  (like  copper  and  iron  and  lead  and  tin)  have  always  been 
prized  for  their  practical  utility.  Silver,  too  has  always  been  prized,  but  for  its  decorative 
quality ; and  it  is  this  same  quality  which  has  always  in  the  past  made  gold  the  king  of 
metals  in  nearly  all  places  where  knowledge  of  it  has  penetrated.  For  gold  is  much  more 
scarce  than  silver,  and  it  is  a curious  fact  that,  though  it  has  been  always  available,  the 
quantity  in  which  it  has  been  produced  has  always  lagged  behind  the  universal  demand 
for  it : even  today,  when  output  is,  immeasurably  higher  than  in  any  previous  century, 
it  is  still  perfectly  true  to  say  that  the  demand  is  much  greater  than  the  supply.  Never- 
theless, relative  scarcity  is  not  the  only  reason  for  an  age-long  hunger  which  has  some- 
times amounted  to  a passion.  Scarcity  must  be  combined  with  positive  beauty  before  it 
can  exert  such  overwhelming  attraction ; and  it  is  the  positive  beauty  of  gold,  allied  to 
the  comparative  ease  with  which  it  can  be  worked,  which  in  past  ages  has  given  it  a 
unique  position. 

It  is  right  to  emphasize  the  words  ‘in  past  ages.’  For  although  the  modern  world  is, 
to  an  astonishing  degree,  dependent  upon  gold  for  the  mutual  and  international  balance 
of  currencies,  it  is  also  a fact  that  it  is  less  aware  of  gold,  and  less  familiar  with  its 
beauty  of  appearance,  than  can  be  said  of  many  preceding  centuries.  Many  people  today 
have  never  handled  a gold  coin,  and,  not  knowing  the  characteristic  differences  in  either 
colour  or  weight,  are  liable  to  confuse  gold  with  brass.  This  is  largely  because  the  owner- 
ship of  gold  has  in  present  economic  conditions  become  increasingly  the  function,  if  not 
the  privilege,  of  States,:  the  opportunity  of  the  individual  to  enjoy  what  his  ancestors 
could  so  often  enjoy  has  been  drastically  curtailed,  partly  by  the  element  of  State 
control  and  partly  by  the  factor  of  rising  price.  An  age  of  ‘costume  jewellery’  has  largely 
banished  the  use  of  gold  for  personal  adornment,  apart  from  finger-rings;  and  though 
Ruskin  could  say,  around  1880,  that  it  was  then  the  ambition  of  every  well-to-do  young 
married  couple  to  acquire  and  own  some  small  amount  of  gilt  plate,  his  view  now  has  a 
truly  archaic  tone.  Gold  is  still  as  precious  as  it  has  ever  been,  in  spite  of  its  greatly 
increased  production,  but  its  purely  decorative  quality  is  something  which  is  forgotten 
or  unsuspected  outside  museum  collections,  or  special  displays.

BRITAIN  TO  DESIGNATE  NEW  PENNY  WITH  “p”  IN  DECIMAL  SYSTEM 

Britain  has  decided  on  the  designation  “p”  for  the  new  penny  when  the  decimal 
currency  system  goes  into  effect  Feb.  15,  1971.  The  “p“  replaces  the  “d”,  which  is  the 
penny  sign  under  the  present  system  in  which  the  pound  is,  worth  20  shillings  of  12 
pence  each.  In  the  new  system,  the  pound  will  be  of  the  same  value,  but  contain  100  new 
pence.  The  pound  is  now  valued  at  $2.40.  Thus,  5d  becomes  5p,  with  a change  in  value  to 
12  from  5 United  States  cents.  The  “d“  derives  from  the  Roman  denarius. 

Although  some  continental  decimal  systems  use  a comma  instead  of  a decimal  point, 
such  as  the  German  DM  25,25,  the  British  have  decided  to  use  the  decimal  point.  The 
symbol  for  the  pound  remains  the  same  and  should  be  placed  before  the  amount.  Sums 
in  whole  pounds  may  be  written  either  as  £5  or  as  £5.00.  Sums  in  new  pence  may  be 
written  as  97p  or  as  £0.97.  Mixed  sums  are  to  be  written  as  £5.97  and  not  £5.97p.  The 
new  halfpenny  should  be  written  in  what  the  board  calls  “a  vulgar  fraction”  — that  is, 
— rather  than  a decimal.  The  preferred  oral  expression  for  £2.75  is  “two  pounds 
seventy  five”  not  “two  seventy  five”  or  “two  pounds  seventy  five  new  pence.”
